To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Haverfordwest  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 


We  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1961,  Full  details  of  statistics,  and  work  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  Department,  will  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  Report.  The 
main  items  may  be  summarised  as  follows: — 


Population. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  figures  there  has  been  a 
small  reduction  in  the  estimated  population,  compared  with  1960. 
The  District  has,  however,  well  maintained  its  population,  despite  the 
general  national  trend  of  rural  de-population.  There  is  little  doubt 
that  this  is  due  in  a large  measure  to  the  services  and  amenities 
provided  by  the  Council. 

Births. 

A good  Birth  Rate  is  essential  to  any  progressive  community. 
Over  the  past  15  years  your  District  has  shown  a steady  Birth 
Rate,  comparing  favourably  with  the  National  Rate. 

The  number  of  Still  Births  is  still  rather  high,  but  the  figure 
fluctuates  consistently  from  year  to  year. 

There  was  an  alarming  increase  in  the  number  of  Infant  Deaths 
in  1960.  The  year  under  review,  however,  shows  a reduction  in  this 
class  of  mortality,  which  we  hope  will  continue. 

Deaths. 

The  General  Death  Rate  for  the  District  compares  very  favour- 
ably with  the  National  and  County  Rates.  The  present  rate  of  10.7, 
is  the  fourth  lowest  over  the  past  15  years. 

There  was  an  appreciable  fall  in  the  number  of  Cancer  deaths, 
resulting  in  a favourable  Cancer  Death  Rate.  The  proportion  of 
Cancer  deaths  affecting  the  Respiratory  Tract  increased  considerably 
over  the  preceding  year. 

There  was  a welcome  decrease  in  the  number  of  accidental 
deaths,  the  figure  being  only  half  compared  with  the  previous  few 
years.  Accidents  in  the  home  and  on  the  road  accounted  for  75 
per  cent,  of  the  Accidental  Deaths. 

Mortality  of  Infants  (children  under  1 year  of  age)  has  always 
been  higher  than  the  average.  There  has,  however,  been  a decrease 
for  the  year  under  review.  It  is  hoped  that  this  tendency  will 
continue. 


Infectious  Diseases. 

Measles  was  widespread  in  the  District  during  the  year.  Apart 
from  this  the  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease  was  low.  Unfortunately 
2 cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred,  the  first  cases  of  this  disease 
notified  since  1954.  Both  cases  were  children,  in  the  same  family, 
anrl  neither  had  been  vaccinated. 


The  occurrence  of  Smallpox  in  South  Wales  towards  the  end 
of  the  year  g'ave  rise  to  some  anxiety.  Although  there  were  several 
contacts  in  the  District  with  the  affected  areas,  nothing  untoward 
happened.  As  a result  of  the  “ Scare,”  a large  proportion  of  the 
population  in  the  District  and  in  the  County  requested  and  received 
vaccination.  The  large  number  of  people  vaccinated  within  a short 
period  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  General  Practitioners. 

The  number  of  fresh  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified 
was  small,  being  the  second  lowest  since  1948.  There  has  been  a 
steady  decline  in  this  disease  over  the  past  15  years.  Early  detection 
(Mass  Radiography,  and  more  effective  treatment),  and  B.C.G.  Vac- 
cination have  all  contributed  to  this  decline.  Deaths  from  Tubercu- 
losis have  fluctuated  over  the  past  10  years,  but  here  again  there 
has  been  a steady  decline.  Those  deaths  which  are  attributable  to 
the  disease  chiefly  occur  in  the  older  age-groups,  and  are  usually 
accompanied  by  the  other  pathological  factors. 

Non-Pulmonary  (Surgical)  Tuberculosis  has  practically  dis- 
appeared. There  have  been  no  cases  or  deaths  notified  for  the  past 
3 years. 

Environmental  Hygiene  and  Sanitation. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  all  the  services  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  at  a high  level,  and  in  particular  to 
improve  the  standard  of  housing  within  the  area. 

The  policy  of  the  Council  in  pressing  for  sewerage  schemes 
and  piped  water  supplies  in  the  more  scattered  areas  has  been 
thoroughly  progressive.  The  more  urban  areas  are  already  covered 
adequately;  now  it  is  the  tuim  of  the  more  rural  areas.  The  figures 
given  in  Section  II  will  show  the  progress  which  has  been  made 
by  the  Engineer’s  Department,  and  the  schemes  which  are  in  pre- 
paration. It  is  praiseworthy  that  the  Council  are  prepared  to  face 
the  comparatively  heavy  costs  associated  with  the  bringing  of  urban 
amenities  to  the  smaller  villages. 

Housing  Improvement  Grant  Aid  has  provided  the  incentive  to 
the  owners  of  properties,  in  particular  owners  who  are  also  occupiers, 
to  take  advantage  of  the  availability  of  sewerage  and  water  to  carry 
out  modernisation.  104  houses  were  improved  with  grant;  a most 
important  part  of  the  Council’s  housing  drive.  And  as  a result 
fewer  houses  are  now  allowed  to  become  derelict,  as  has  been 
unfortunately  the  case  in  the  past. 

Fifty-nine  Council  houses  and  bungalows  were  occupied  for  the 
first  time,  and  one  hundred  and  four  were  in  course  of  erection  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  The  housing  programme  is  now  governed  by 
the  two  priorities  of  bungalows  for  elderly  people,  and  building  to 
replace  houses  scheduled  for  closure  or  demolition.  The  main  need 
now  is  for  two  bedroomed  bungalows,  since  we  can  accommodate 
larger  families  in  our  existing  houses.  We  have  no  lack  of  small 
families  who  are  prepared  to  transfer  from  three  bedroom  houses 
into  bungalows. 

The  Authority’s  programme  for  the  clearance  or  demolition  of 
unfit  houses  continued.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  however,  a number 
of  groups  of  houses  were  left  in  a deplorable  condition,  and  which 
it  is  hoped  to  deal  with  as  soon  as  possible.  Slade  Lane  and  Crundale 
Row  are  mentioned  as  examples. 

Section  II  details  some  of  the  many  and  varied  duties  of  the 
department,  including  the  sampling  of  milk  for  biological  examination. 
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and  the  sampling  of  water  for  bacteriological  quality  and  radio 
activity. 

Conclusion 

We  should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  assistant  Inspectors,  upon 
whom  the  day-to-day  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  falls, 
and  to  the  indoor  staff.  Also  to  the  staff  of  other  associated  de- 
partments and  laboratories. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  Committees  for 
their  continued  courtesy  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

Discussion  of  Birth  Statistics.

Discussion  on  Mortality  Statistics. 

The  General  Death  Rate  was  lower  than  both  the  National  and 
County  Rates  and  can  be  considered  most  satisfactory.  There  was  a 
considerable  reduction  in  the  number  of  Cancer  deaths  over  the 
preceding  year.  This  results  in  a Cancer  Death  Rate  much  lower 
than  the  National  average. 

There  was  also  a small  decrease  in  the  number  of  Infant  Deaths, 
but  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  still  higher  than  the  National 
and  County  Rates. 

The  number  of  Accidental  Deaths  showed  an  appreciable  decrease, 
being  the  second  lowest  over  the  past  14  years.

Discussion  on  Infectious  Diseases  and  Tuberculosis. 

Apart  from  Measles,  there  was  a low  incidence  of  Infectious 
Disease  during  the  year.  Two  cases  of  Poliomyelitis,  both  in  the 
same  family,  were  notified,  these  being  the  first  cases  notified  since 
1954.  They  were  mild  and  made  a good  recovery.  Neither  of  the 
children  involved  had  been  vaccinated  against  Poliomyelitis. 

There  was  a large  reduction  in  the  number  of  fresh  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified,  the  number  being  the  second  lowest 
since  1948.  On  the  other  hand  there  was  an  increase  in  the  deaths 
attributable  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

For  the  fourth  successive  year  there  were  no  cases  notified, 
nor  any  deaths  registered,  due  to  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 
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SECTION  II 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

During  the  year,  the  Council  has  continued  its  policy  of  providing 
mains  water  to  as  much  of  the  rural  district  as  possible,  despite 
the  financial  strain  involved,  and  with  the  forthcoming  re-grouping 
of  all  undertakings  in  the  County  of  Pembroke  into  one  all-purpose 
Board,  the  Council  has  redoubled  its  efforts  to  complete  the  distribu- 
tion system  in  order  to  provide  the  new  Board  with  an  established 
modern  undertaking  covering  almost  50  per  cent,  of  the  area  of  the 
new  Board  forming  a nucleus  into  which  the  other  smaller  under- 
takings could  be  embodied. 

At  the  31st  December,  1961,  7,150  premises  were  being  supplied 
with  mains  water  being  9,2.70  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of 
properties. 

During  the  year,  the  Llanychaer — Trecwn  water  extension  was 
carried  out  at  a cost  of  £5,588,  and  the  North-East  Regional  Supply 
Scheme,  pumping  water  from  the  Prescelly  source  to  a service 
reservoir  at  Croesffordd,  thence  supplying  the  Gwaun  Valley,  Morvil 
and  Puncheston  high  level  areas,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £36,439, 
was  completed  except  for  service  connections.  Extensions  were  also 
completed  to  the  Millin  area  (£3,189),  Burton  East  (£2,230)  and 
Porthmawr  (£3,920)  and  were  in  progress  on  the  Ford-Woodmoor 
extension  (£2,401).  Tenders  have  been  invited  for  the  St.  Edrins- 
St.  Lawrence  reinforcement  scheme  and  the  St.  Davids  (Solva 
Abstraction)  scheme.  During  the  summer  it  was  found  necessary 
to  use  the  emergency  supply  for  St.  Davids  from  Porth-yr-Rhaw 
from  the  4th  August  until  the  5th  October,  and  this  entailed  constant 
watchfulness  because  of  the  unsatisfactory  nature  of  this  source. 
The  Nolton  booster  plant  for  improving  supplies  to  the  Rogeston- 
Haroldston  high  level  area  was  completed  in  December  at  a cost 
of  £1,800. 

During  the  year,  the  negotiations  for  the  acquisition  of  mains 
at  Dale,  Kete  and  Haven’s  Head  were  completed  and  these  are 
now  incorporated  in  the  distribution  system. 

The  scheme  for  a service  reservoir  at  Newton  to  cover  the 
Hill  Mountain-Burton  area  was  delayed  owing  to  difficulty  in  land 
acquisition  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  right  of  entry  was  eventually 
obtained. 

The  completion  of  these  few  outstanding  schemes  will  mean 
that  the  Council  will  have  carried  main  water  supplies  to  as  much 
of  its  area  as  is  reasonably  possible,  but  in  addition  there  is  still 
a steady  trickle  of  extensions  from  the  main  to  outlying  farms  being 
carried  out  by  individuals  generally  with  the  assistance  of  grants 
from  the  Agricultural  Executive  Committee. 

During  the  year  the  demand  for  water  has  continued  to  expand 
and  517,414,000  gallons  were  put  into  supply  against  478,835,000 
gallons  on  the  preceding  year. 

In  addition  to  potable  supplies,  the  Esso  Refinery  has  maintained 
a steady  demand  for  raw  water  and  421,380,000  gallons  were 
delivered  during  the  year. 

The  gross  total  of  water  supplied  in  1961  was  938,764,000 
gallons  against  633,528,000  gallons  in  1960. 
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SOURCES  OF  PIPED  WATER  SUPPLIES 


1.  Prescelly. 

Situated  in  the  Prescelly  Hills  in  North  Pembrokeshire.  The 
water  is  a typical  upland  surface  water.  Filtration  and  chlorination 
take  place  in  a modern  plant  immediately  upon  leaving  the  impound- 
ing reservoir. 

Approximately  49  per  cent,  of  piped  water  in  the  Rural  District 
is  supplied  from  this  source.  The  capacities  of  the  service  reservoirs 
on  this  supply  are: —

2.  Hotwells — Glanrhyd. 

(a)  Hotwells — sixteen  acres  protected  area  with  springs 
collected  to  service  reservoir.  Water  chlorinated  and  given  pH  value 
correction. 

(b)  Glanrhyd — river  water  given  full  treatment,  sedimentation, 
pH  value  correction,  chlorination,  rapid  gravity  filtration,  and  then 
pumped  to  Hotwells  low  level  reservoir,  whence  together  with  the 
Hotwells  yield,  it  is  pumped  to  Hotwells  High  Level  reservoir. 

Approximately  26  per  cent,  of  piped  water  in  the  Rural  District 
is  supplied  from  these  sources,  the  capacities  of  the  reservoirs

3.  Garn  Deifog,  Trecwn. 

Gathering  ground  and  reservoir  (covered),  upland  surface  water. 
Filtered  and  chlorinated.  The  bulk  of  this  water  is  supplied  to  the 
Royal  Naval  Depot  at  Trecwn. 


4.  Nash  Farm,  Llangwm. 

Water  from  springs  is  piped  to  a covered  resei’voir  having  a 
capacity  of  30,000  gallons  at  Llangwm,  and  relayed  to  the  villages 
of  Hook  and  Llangwm  after  chlorination.  Pressures  have  been

improved  in  Llangwm  and  district  by  constructing  a small  high  level 
reservoir  and  pumping  the  supply  from  the  present  source  to  that 
reservoir. 

Approximately  two  per  cent,  of  piped  water  in  the  Rural  District 
is  supplied  from  this  source. 


5.  Pengarn,  Henry’s  Moat. 

Uplands  spring  passed  through  sedimentation  tanks  and 
chlorinated.  Approximately  eight  per  cent,  of  piped  water  in  the 
district  is  from  this  source. 


6.  Mountain  Water,  Hayscastle. 

River  water  is  given  full  treatment  by  pressure  filters,  pH  value 
correction  and  chlorination,  and  thence  pumped  into  Plumstone  service 
reservoir.  In  a full  year  approximately  10  per  cent,  of  piped  water 
comes  from  this  source. 


7.  Nine  Wells,  St.  Davids. 

Water  is  pumped  from  wells  to  service  reservoir  and  thence 
relayed  to  St.  Davids.  Approximately  five  per  cent,  of  piped  water  in 
the  Rural  District  is  supplied  from  this  source.  The  capacities  of 
the  service  reservoir  on  this  supply  are: — 


This  latter  reservoir  could  also  be  served  from  the  Hotwells 
scheme,  but  with  growth  of  demand  on  this  North  Regional  area 
this  is  not  a practicable  proposition. 


8.  Porth-y-Rhaw  Emergency  Supply. 

River  abstraction  with  Canty  Metri  pump  with  chemical  treat- 
ment by  sodium  carborate  and  sodium  hypochlorite — up  to  200,000 
gallons  per  day.  Operated  August — October,  1961,  and  held  in  reserve 
in  the  event  of  a similar  emergency.  Both  these  sources  (7)  and  (8) 
will  be  eliminated  on  completion  of  the  St.  Davids  (Solva  Abstrac- 
tion) scheme  for  which  tenders  have  been  invited. 


9.  Small  Agricultural  Schemes. 

There  are  approximately  160  farms  supplied  by  small  piped 
schemes  and  grant  aided  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
through  the  County  Agricultural  Executive  Committee.  The  sources 
in  the  majority  of  these  schemes  are  wells  and  springs. 

The  total  quantity  of  water  supplied  in  1961  was  517,414,000 
gallons,  or  approximately  1,418,000  gallons  per  day,  or  including 
raw  water  for  industry,  derived  from  the  Western  Cleddau  and 
pumped  to  Bolton  Beacon  open  reservoir  (5,000,000)  938,764,000 
gallons  or  approximately  2,572,000  gallons  per  day.

Temperature  records  are  also  now  maintained  at  three  stations — 
The  Rural  District  Council  Offices,  Haverfordwest  at  Counting  House, 
Nolton  Haven  (by  courtesy  of  Rev.  B.  Townson,  M.A.)  and  at  the 
Grammar  School,  Milford  Haven  (by  courtesy  of  the  Headmaster) 
and  these  give  most  interesting  comparisons.  Minimum  temperatures 
at  Nolton  Haven,  for  example,  are  consistently  higher  than  those  at 
Haverfordwest  by  7°F — 10°F.  Milford  Haven  generally  gives  a result 
intermediate  between  the  two  with  maximum  temperature  often  a 
matter  of  2°F  or  so  above  either  of  the  others.  By  courtesy 
of  Councillor  J.  Elliott  Morris  rainfall  records  are  also  received 
from  Llandigige  Fawr,  St.  Davids,  at  280ft.  above  sea  level  and 
IJ  miles  from  the  North  coast  on  the  open  coastal  plain. 

Rainfall  records  with  corresponding  overflows  in  the  Western 
Cleddau  are  regularly  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  Civil 
Engineering  at  Liverpool  University  to  assist  on  hydrographical 
research  of  the  Cleddau  basin.

There  are  45  schemes  in  operation  serving  Council  housing 
estates.  The  sewage  from  the  34  houses  at  Wesley  Place,  Trecwn,  is 
treated  at  the  R.N.A.D.  disposal  works.

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Other  Conversion  Schemes. 

In  addition  to  the  properties  connected  to  the  various  sewerage 
schemes,  sanitary  conversion  schemes  with  drainage  to  cesspools 
or  septic  tank  units  have  been  carried  out  by  property  owners  in  85 
cases.  The  fact  that  72  of  these  were  undertaken  as  part  of  house 
improvement  schemes  again  shows  the  valuable  contribution  made 
by  improvement  grants  in  raising  the  standard  of  public  health  in 
the  district. 

Emptying  of  Cesspools. 

There  has  been  a demand  for  this  service,  234  cesspools  being 
emptied  during  the  year,  a decrease  of  19  on  the  previous  year. 
Eleven  of  these  were  in  areas  outside  the  rural  district  where  similar 
seiwices  were  lacking. 

A nominal  charge  of  £1  Os  Od  is  made  for  cesspools  at  private 
dwellings  within  the  district  and  £4  5s  for  business  premises. 

In  addition  to  the  cesspit  emptier  purchased  in  1952,  the  Council 
now  have  acquired  a further  cesspool  emptier  and  these  vehicles  are 
fully  engaged  in  the  emptying  of  numerous  disposal  works  and  is 
providing  an  efficient  service. 
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Drainage  Inspections. 

A great  deal  of  the  District  Inspectors’  time  was  again  devoted 
to  advisory  work  and  inspection  of  drainage  installations  in  connec- 
tion with  the  construction  of  new  buildings  and  improvement  vorks 
carried  out  to  existing  properties.  One  hundred  and  eighty-eight 
visits  were  made  for  inspection  purposes  end  llti  tests  carried  out 
on  drainage  schemes. 

In  addition,  surveys  were  made  of  prope-ties  in  connection  with 
proposed  sewerage  schemes,  and  34  visits  made  in  regard  to  inspec- 
tion of  sewers  and  disposal  works. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection. 


Demand  for  the  refuse  collection  service  continues  to  grow;  there 
are  now  very  few  roads  not  traversed  by  our  lorries.  As  a result 
of  bringing  in  another  151  properties  during  the  year,  we  t ow  collect 
from  well  over  80%  of  the  inhabited  houses  within  the  area.  The 
lorry  mileage  was  42,070,  and  the  total  tonnage  cnllected  5,172. 

A watch  is  kept  on  the  finances  of  the  scavenging  system,  and 
comparison  made  with  the  figures  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  compar- 
ative costs  for  similar  local  authorities.  Some  of  the  additional  calls 
undertaken  recently  are  expensive  in  time  and  mileage,  but  it  is 
gratifying  to  report  that  the  figures  per  1,000  population  are  below 
the  average  for  similar  rural  districts.

Very  heavy  demand  is  made  on  the  service 

during  the  summer 

months,  both  from  hotel  premises  and  from  camping  grounds, 
authorised  and  unauthorised.  In  view  of  the  nuisance  which  would 
otherwise  be  caused,  it  is  a public  health  necessity  to  make  frequent 
collections. 


The  service  was  saved  from  breakdown  by  the  delivery  of  the 
new  compressor  refuse  vehicle  in  August,  1961.  The  refuse  routes 
have  since  been  partially  re-organised  to  make  the  best  use  of  this 
vehicle  in  the  larger  centres  of  population.  The  vehicle  that  it  re- 
placed has  been  kept  in  use  to  allow  for  regular  servicing  of  the 
other  lorries,  and  to  make  extra  summer  collections. 

The  possibilities  of  introducing  a paper  Sack  System  of  refuse 
storage  and  collection  were  investigated.  It  involves  the  I’eplacement 
of  a dustbin  by  a holder  for  a disposal  paper  container.  It  has  been 
claimed  to  be  more  economical,  in  urban  areas,  but  in  this  district, 
with  our  present  kerb-side  collection,  it  would  have  added  lo  the 
cost,  and  it  is  felt  that  nothing  would  be  gained  by  its  introduction. 
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Refuse  Disposal.

These  sites  are  reasonably  satisfactory,  with  the  exception  of 
St.  Davids,  which  is  being  replaced  by  a new  tip  on  the  airfield.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  negotiations  were  in  progress  for  the  buying  of 
this  land  from  the  Naval  Authorities.  The  tip  at  Walton  West  has 
since  been  retm-ned  to  the  owner  after  covering. 

Salvaged  Materials. 

There  is  no  salvage  of  waste  paper  in  operation  in  view  of  the 
poor  financial  return  and  the  comparatively  high  cost  of  collection. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  Council  has  provided  public  conveniences  at  St.  Davids, 
Whitesands  Bay,  Solva,  Newgale  South,  Nolton  Haven,  Broad  Haven, 
Little  Haven,  Dale,  Llangwm  and  Letterston.  Caretakers  have  been 
appointed  to  cleanse  and  supervise  the  conveniences  on  all  these  sites 
with  the  exception  of  Broad  Haven,  and  Little  Haven,  where  arrange- 
ments are  made  for  a Council  employee  to  undertake  these  duties  in 
addition  to  those  of  car  park  attendants.  Extensions  have  been  com- 
pleted to  Newgale  North  Conveniences. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  structures  were  painted  and  re-decor- 
ated  before  the  commencement  of  the  summer  season. 

Public  conveniences  during  the  summer  season  were  well  main- 
tained by  the  various  caretakers.  Without,  however,  being  able  to 
afford  full-time  attendants,  little  could  be  done  to  prevent  wilful 
damage  to  doors  and  coin  boxes,  and  defacement  of  the  walls. 


CONTROL  OF  CAMPING  SITES 

At  the  time  of  coming  into  operation  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act,  1960,  there  were  eight  sites  in  the 
area  licensed  as  camping  grounds.  These  were  up  to  a reasonable 
standard,  but  the  total  number  allowed  on  all  these  sites  was  only 
one  hundred  and  eighty  caravans,  which  was  only  a very  small 
proportion  of  the  number  of  caravans  in  the  district  during  the 
summer. 

The  Authorities  concerned  with  the  National  Park  have  resisted 
the  establishment  of  any  further  sites  near  the  coast;  this  has  not 
deterred  the  caravans  from  coming  into  the  area,  and  a large 
number  of  parks  was  brought  into  use  near  the  sea,  often  without 
any  water  or  sanitary  accommodation. 


It  seems  regrettable  that  the  result  of  control  under  the  1960 
Act  so  far  is  the  small  percentage  of  caravanners  who  are  able  to 
park  on  a site  with  properly  provided  amenities. 

The  Minister  has  recommended  local  authorities  to  insist  on  the 
following  model  conditions  for  summer  holiday  caravan  sites: — 

Men — 1 water  closet  and  1 urinal  and  1 washbasin 
per  15  caravans. 

Women — 2 water  closets  and  1 washbasin  per  15 
caravans. 

One  sink  for  laundry  purposes  per  15  caravans. 

Adequate  points  for  drainage  disposal,  and  disposal 
of  chemical  closets. 

A dustbin  for  each  caravan. 

Water  supply  to  be  available  not  more  than  60  feet 
from  any  caravan. 

Provision  for  fire  fighting  appliances. 

Roads  and  footpaths  of  specified  dimensions,  and  car 
parking  facilities. 

A density  of  not  more  than  25  caravans  to  the  acre 
and  a distance  of  20  feet  between  caravans. 

Tents  also  covered  many  acres  during  the  months  of  July  and 
August.  These  are  not  dealt  with  by  the  1960  Act,  but  are  subject 
to  weak  licensing  control  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  In 
many  cases  they  are  members  of  approved  organisations  holding 
a certificate  from  the  Ministry  which  exempts  them  from  control  by 
local  authorities. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

During  the  year,  the  Council  continued  its  scheme  for  dealing 
with  infestation  of  rats  and  mice  at  farms  as  well  as  industrial 
premises,  private  and  Council  owned  dwellings.  Council  tips  and 
sewerage  works. 

The  work  has  been  most  efficiently  carried  out,  and  rat  and 
mouse  infestation  is  kept  under  successful  control.

The  continued  large  number  of  plans  deposited  emphasises  the 
growing  interest  in  obtaining  improved  living  standards.  It  throws 
a steadily  increasing  burden  on  officers  responsible  for  building 
inspection  and  also  calls  for  continual  care  in  dealing  with  planning 
aspects  of  those  applications  in  close  collaboration  with  the  County 
Planning  Authority. 
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Housing  Improvement  Grants. 

The  Council  continued  its  progressive  policy  of  extending  grant 
aid  under  the  Housing  Acts  in  respect  of  improvement  and  modern- 
isation of  private  dwelling  houses.  Grants  for  improvements 
to  92  properties  and  conversions  in  4 cases  were  approved,  the  total 
grant  involved  being  £30,791/10/0.  Four  standard  grants  were  also 
approved,  the  amount  involved  being  £620. 

Improvement  works  to  104  houses  were  completed,  the  total 
grant  paid  in  these  cases  being  £34,540/4/0. 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  scheme  in  1949,  935  grants  have 
been  approved,  and  improvement  works  have  been  completed  in  747 
cases. 

This  woi’k  is  undertaken  in  conjunction  with  the  Building 
Surveyor’s  Department.  During  the  year  256  visits  were  made  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  in  respect  of  improvement  grant  applic- 
ations, and  41  visits  made  in  connection  with  other  works  of  repair 
and  improvement.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

MILK  SUPPLIES 


The  Rural  district  is  scheduled  as  a specified  area  by  virtue  of 
the  Milk  (Specification  of  Areas)  Order  1957,  and  Tuberculin 
Tested  milk  from  bottled  or  pasteurised  milk  only  may  be  sold. 

The  licensing  authority  report  that  there  were  forty-four 
retailers  licensed  in  the  area  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Quality  and  production  control  of  milk  is  a function  of  the 
County  Council,  but  as  a public  health  authority,  we  are  concerned 
with  the  biological  testing  of  retail  milk  supplies  for  Brucellosis  and 
live  tubercle  bacilli.  Sampling  is  now  being  carried  out  of  milk  where 
brucellosis  has  been  reported  by  the  Ministry’s  Veterinary  Depart- 
ment. Samples  if  necessary  are  taken  from  individual  cows  to  elim- 
inate possible  carriers.  In  addition  we  have  recommenced  the  routine 
biological  sampling  of  all  retail  milk  supplies.  The  examinations 
are  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Research  Council’s  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  at  Carmarthen,  who  are  most  co-operative. 

The  County  Council  report  that  of  the  162  samples  taken  by 
them  for  keeping  quality  during  1961,  twelve  only  were  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory. 


ICE  CREAM. 


Registration  of  Premises  for  the  Manufacture  and  Sale 

There  are  no  premises  registered  with  the  Council  for  the  manu- 
facture of  ice  cream,  all  supplies  being  obtained  from  five  sources 
outside  the  district. 

Eighty-one  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  and  storage  of 
ice  cream  in  accordance  with  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
1955.  All  these  shops  are  structurally  sound  and  have  to  comply 
with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1960,  and  must  store  ice-cream 
in  accordance  with  the  prescribed  limits  of  temperature.
